THE OTTAWA RESCUE TRIALS, 
The Joseph Stout Jury Out, 


The trial of Joseph Stout of Ottawa, in the 
United States District Court, charged with vio- 
lation of the Fugitive Slave Law of 1880, in 
aidiog the rescue of the fugitive Jim in October 
last, was concluded and the case given to the 
jury on Wednesday morning. 

This Jury came in last evening, having been 
out thirty hours. They assured the Court that 
they could not agree, one of them adding they 
“could not agree if they were together until 
1900.” One of them complained of severe in- 
|| disposition, Mine host of the Tremont, David 
— 
since 8 A. M., it being then halt past 9 P. M. 

The Court reflised to discharge the Jury, and 
they sadly followed the officer back to their 
quarters for the night. 

Tn the meantime, since this Jury went out, the 


named defendant, has passed to trial, and been 
coucladed. Mr. Stout, who is a lawyer, con- 
ducted his own defence, and introduced some 
minor but startling innovations on the formal 
practice of this august Oourt. His jury were 
out last evening, still unable to agree, having 
been out seven hours. They aver also that they 
cannot agree upon a verdict. Thus there were 
two dozen men at least last evening sbut up for 
the night, to the contemplation of the beauties 
of the Fugitive Slave Law, and the fruits Slav- 
ery entails even upon free society and free men. 
The fruit of these quiet trials in our United 
States District Court has not yet ripened.

The lecture on Geology by Prof. James Hall 
of Albany, N. I., before the Chiesgo Academy 
of Sciences, at Dearborn Institute last evening, 
was delivered to an intelligent and appreciative 
audience. Thé speaker is one of the most dis- 
tinguished of American savans in his’ branch 
of science, apd the author of a celebrated trea- 
tise ow Paleontology. The lecture was the re- 
verse of formal, but was all the more valuable 
and attractive to the listeners, Our abstract of 
report does it feeble justice. 

The lecturer commenced by remarking thet 

the developmént of Geology has had much to 
do with the progress of civilization, by fixing 
the sequeace of rocks, and enabling us to deter- 
mine with precision the presence or absence of 
coal or other useful mix erala.

It rest, the total falls short of two millions. The 


other siz millions are poor, niggeriess whites,” 
who so far from having « pecuniary interest in 
‘the institution, are degraded and robbed by it. 
To all these niggeriess millions the Homestead 
bill is just as important and valuable as to the 
white men of the free States. Three-fourths 
(on an average) of the white constituents of 
every Southern Representative have u vital in- 
terest in the enactment of this most beneficent 
bill; yet their wislfes and interests were utterly 
disregarded and ignominiously trodden under 
foot. The small slave-holding minority, num- 
bering less than one-fourth of the whites of the 
South, controlled every Southern vote of all 
parties. Who is sectional now? The Repre- 
sentatives of the North, who voted in bebalf not 
only of their own twenty millions of free labor- 
ers, but for the six millions of non-slavebolders 
of the South ? or those who represented only an 
odious oligarchy ?1 The Southern free laborers 
must look to the great North for protection, for 
advocates and defenders of their rights and in- 
terests.

But a word as to the provisions of the bill,

be published entire for the information of the 
whole Northwest. The substance of it is as 
follows: It provides that any person who is the 
head of A family, or bas arrived at the age of 
21 years, and is a citizen of the United States, 
or who shill have filed his intentions to become 
such, shall be entithd to enter free of cost 160 
neres of the puablie lands upon which said person 
may have fled a pre-emption claim, or which may 
at the time the application is made be subject to 
pre-emption at $1.25 or less per acre, or eighty 
acres of reserved railroad lands which are held 
at $2.50 per acre. No certificate is to be given 
or patent issued until the expiration of five 
years from the date of the entry, and on pay- 
ment of $10. The rights secured by the actual 
settler issue to the heirs and devisees. The 
lands thus acquired in no case to become liable 
to the satisfaction of any debt contracted prior 
to the isswing of the patent, which is five years 
after entering it. Ibe charge of $10 is to cover 
the cost of surveying, recording, issuiog the 
patent, &c., and forthe farther purpose of avoid- 
ing the objection that giving away the lands 
wus an objection which the 
Democrats have raised against the free home- 
stead principle. But the eettler will have five 
years occupancy of the farm before he will be 
called on to pay even this trifling sum. The bill 
provides that if any person shall abandon his 
claim for six months, it shall re vert to the Gov- 
ernment, and may be taken possession of by 
another person; which is right. 

Mr. Lovejoy is entitled to great credit for the 
skill, tact and perseverance he has exhibited in 
putting this bill tbrough the House, in the face |

There are in Minnesota alone, 
15,000 pre-emptors, occupying each 160 acres of 
land, which they have ‘not paid for, and are un- 
able to pay for. The enactment of this blessed 
bill will lift a mountain from their backs, 
and make every one of the poor fellows feel free 
and independent. Ihere are thousands of pre- 
empters in Iowa, Michigan, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Kansas, California, Oregon, Washington, Deco. 
tab, New Mexico and Nebraska, bo will be placed 
on their feet and made to thank Heaven that | 
there is a free North and a Republican party. 

Another feature of the bill will commend it- 
self to the masses of the people, and it is that 
which permits the emigrant to settle on any un- 
entered eighty acres of the alternate section | 
jands along railroad lines, to which grants of 
lands Have been made.

ͤ 
works, both in pr se and poetry, are comprised 
in two octavo volumes, continues a dosen years 
after his death to be a subject of controversy on 
so plain a question as whether he was a kind 
husband, a good neighbor, and a generous 
frieod. The fact that a volume of eighty pages, 
vindicating the memory of goor Poe, bas found 
a publisher at this day, attests the abiding in- 
tarest felt by the public in all things relating to 
that gifted though nosepry man. Edgar Poe 
is a charmed name literature. Three 
poems—the Raven, — Bells, and Annabel 
Leo—all of which taight be put in two of these 
columns, have given him immortality; and 
the brief remainder of his works might 
themselves suflice to constitute a respect- 
able fame. In all that makes an 
iwperishable name among literary marvels, Poe 
is beyond the reach of those who would do him 
harm, and it only remains for those who loved 
‘him in life to show us that he had human feel- 
ings—that be who interpreted so vividly the 
heart, had one in bis own breast. The qriter of 
this volume has sought to show that the author 
of the “ Raven” loved as deeply as the youth 
whose spirit was extinguished in the floating 
shadow—that he wasa man as well as a lover— 
that he was a brother as well as a man. In 
this she has succeeded indifferently well. What 
evidence may be drawu from the wonderfal pa · 
thos of his writings she has made the most of, 
and many ruthless slanders which have as- 
cribed to Poe the heartlessness of a demon, 
seem to be disposed of by palpable facts. But 
we have nothing amounting to proof, which 
sets aside the generally received opinion con- 
cerning these unfortunate traits of character 
which repelled the friendship of those with 
whom he was associated.
